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Greenbelt's Fourth Held on J uly 5 


Disappointed crowds dis- 
persed on July 4 when police 
bullhorns announced the fire- 
works show had been called off 
due to the sodden weather that 
dumped five inches of rain on 
Greenbelt over the course of the 
day. And, sadly, no Fourth of 
July concert could be held. 

Little daunted, large crowds 
gathered on July 5 in warm and 
humid weather — at the lake, 
along Kenilworth Avenue, on the 
knoll on Ivy Lane, at the park- 
ing garage near the new building 
under construction behind 
Marriott’s Residence Inn, on the 


slopes across from Springhill 
Lake, in short from every high 
point with a view of the lake. A 
day after national festivities, 
Greenbelt’s light show was fea- 
tured on a local news program. 
As full dark approached, a 
grand display began, comple- 
mented by extra sound effects 
from neighboring College Park, 
where fireworks had also been 
delayed due to rain. From the 
opening salvo to the frenzy of 
the grand finale, cheers, oohs 
and ahhs were heard from clus- 
ters of watchers. A few toddlers 
hid their eyes and covered their 


ears but most were held up 
higher by adults and clearly en- 
joyed the show. Some in the 
crowd added to their own view 
of the spectacle, watching the 
fireworks “up close” via binocu- 
lars, then passing them around so 
other people could feel the sen- 
sation of actually being “in” the 
radiant bursts. 

A happy, satisfied crowd un- 
wound traffic tangles afterward 
and headed home on a dark 
summer night, ending the Fourth 
of July weekend with visions of 
loud and colorful skybursts of 
fireworks.

City Council Adjusts Budget 
To Meet Charter Requirements 


With the end of Fiscal Year 
2004 rapidly approaching, the 
Greenbelt City Council spent 
most of its June 21 meeting ad- 
justing the budget to cover 
shortfalls, approving final pur- 
chases and fine-tuning the FYO5 
budget before the new year be- 
gan. The legislation was re- 
quired in some cases by city 
code or the city charter. 

Budget Adjustments 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
presented for first reading and 
suspension of the rules to allow 
immediate second reading and 
adoption, an ordinance to appro- 
priate an additional $800,000 in 
the city’s 2004 General Fund to 
assure that the city would not 
violate its charter should expen- 
ditures for any functional area 
exceed the current allotment. 
The charter requires sufficient 
funds in each budget functional 
area at the end of the fiscal year. 

City Treasurer Jeffrey L. Wil- 
liams explained to council that 
expenditures in several areas

have been higher than expected. 
The city’s purchase of the the- 
ater, for example, was not cov- 
ered by the FY04 budget be- 
cause negotiations had not been 
completed by the time the bud- 
get was formulated. $190,000 of 
the additional funds allocated 
would be for the theater pur- 
chase. 

Expenditures for electricity, 
motor fuel and natural gas had 
each increased beyond expecta- 
tions, Williams said. Also, 
worker’s compensation premiums 
were higher than budgeted, al- 
though staff had met with the 
insurance company in an attempt 
to better understand and project 
the costs. Williams also said rev- 
enues from property taxes may 
not be as high as estimated. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin joined Williams in 
assuring council that the unusu- 
ally large appropriation included 
a cushion to cover any unfore- 
seen expenditures or shortages of 
revenue. The actual shortfall, he 


said, is estimated to be around 
$500,000 — $600,000. Williams 
said the additional allocation 
would only be spent if necessary 
and otherwise returned to the 
undesignated and unreserved 
General Fund. 

McLaughlin said in three of

Jeep Cherokee Runs Amok 
Two Taken to Hospital

On July 6 at approximately 
2:15 p.m., a Jeep Cherokee trav- 
eling east on Ridge Road ran the 
stop sign at Westway and col- 
lided with a Buick sedan that 
was headed north on Westway. 
The Cherokee jumped the curb 
diagonally across Westway, hit a 
Saturn automobile in the drive- 
way at the end of the | court, 
turned it sideways, and crossed 
the yard of the end house, rolled 
over and took down two fences. 
It then went across the yard of 
the end house of the 9 court of 
Ridge, driving over concrete 
lawn furniture, knocking over 
two posts and hitting a tree. 
The Cherokee spun around and 
finally came to rest with its front 


end against the service-side door 
of the end house. 

MPO George Mathews stated 
that the Cherokee was driven by 
a 54-year-old nonresident female 
who was unconscious when po- 
lice and rescue personnel arrived.

She was trans- 
ported to Doctor’s Hospital. The 
driver of the Buick was also fe- 
male and also taken to Doctor’s 
Hospital. Two women who were 
working outside the house on 
Westway and witnessed the acci- 
dent were uninjured. 

The above report is prelimi- 
nary and investigation is still 
continuing. 
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Mixed Test Scores 
At Greenbelt Schools

Results of the 2004 Maryland 
Schools Assessment tests for 
schools serving Greenbelt chil- 
dren were mixed, according to 
the Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools. The assessments are 
state-mandated measures used to 
monitor student achievement and 
progress required under the No 
Child Left Behind legislation. 
The results represent the percent- 
age of students who are consid- 
ered proficient in the subject. 
The county as a whole showed 
significant improvement from the 
2003 test scores, although only 
about half of the students were 
declared proficient. Over 84 
percent of schools showed 1m- 
provement in reading and 77 
percent showed improvement in 
math. 

Magnolia Elementary School, 
Greenbelt Middle School and 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) all showed test improve- 
ments. However, Greenbelt El- 
ementary School had a substan- 
tial decrease in both reading and 
math scores and Springhill Lake 
Elementary had improved read- 
ing scores but declining math 
scores. In addition, with the ex- 
ception of ERHS, none of the 
schools had test scores that were 


better than average, at best. 
County-wide Scores 

Scores at the county elemen- 
tary schools varied widely on the 
2004 test. Reading scores ranged 
from 20 to 85 percent while the 
Greenbelt schools were in the 
middle area. 

County-wide math scores 
went from a low of 13 to a high 
of 84 percent at proficiency 
level. Again, local schools were 
in the mid-range. 

County middle-school scores 
for the reading test ranged from 
a low of 26 percent to a high of 
72 percent, with Greenbelt’s 
middle school in the mid-range. 
In math, county scores went from 
19 percent to 61 percent. All 


schools but one were under 50 
percent including Greenbelt 
Middle School. 

Reading scores in_ high 


schools county-wide ranged from 
a low of 30 percent to a high of 
85 percent with Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School at the 
top. Math scores were not avail- 
able. 

The majority of schools with 
the highest proficiency scores 
were in the north county 
(Beltsville and Laurel) and in 
Bowie.

Abe Chasanow 


The June 7 chautauqua about 
the Greenbelt News Review was 
excellent. I really admire the 
editors and staff past and present 
for their talents and persever- 
ance. Thanks to Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum for arranging 
this discussion forum. 

Yet I do not remember 
Abraham Chasanow being called 
a “perpetrator” during the discus- 
sion, as reported in your June 17 
article (page 12). Had I heard 
that comment at the chautauqua 
I would have challenged it. 

Around the time of the law- 
suit so long ago, the enemy was 
Charles Bresler — or rather the 
urban development occurring on 
our beloved “green belt” of 
woods. Abe Chasanow simply 
represented his client. 

I prefer to remember Abraham 
and Helen Chasanow as early 
Greenbelters who helped begin, 
strengthen, and defend the 
Mishkan Torah congregation (see 
www.mishkantorah.org, especially 
the articles by Ethel 
Rosenzweig). They were good 
neighbors who raised three very 
accomplished children. 

I prefer to remember that my 
dad, Bill Shields, stood up for 
Abe Chasanow during the awful 
McCarthy witch-hunt era, not 
just as a fellow Greenbelter but 
also because Abe was a fine man 
who helped my dad get Howard 
Chasanow, me and other young- 
sters through Boy Scouts. 

I prefer to remember the 
Chasanows as_ professional 
realtors who helped many great 
families buy Greenbelt homes at 
a time when buying these homes 
instead of renting them from the 
government was still something 
new. “Perpetual use” still is a 
concept hard to explain — back 
then it was hard to explain to 
banks as well. 

I prefer to be proud of Abe 
Chasanow as an attorney admit- 
ted to practice before the U.S. 
Supreme Court, just as Greenbelt 
can be proud of Judge Howard 
and his wife and their contribu- 
tions to the field of law. 

I very much regret the 1960s 
legal threat to the News Review 
and to the Skolnik family per- 
sonally. But we still need to 
take care in the words that we 
use to discuss it.

Greenbelt to Host Moon 
Celebration Workshops 


The Greenbelt Arts Center 
will host a “Greenbelt Moon” 
workshop, for children and their 
parents, on Saturday, July 17. It 
is free and open to the public. 

The “Greenbelt Moon” work- 
shop is one of several events 
worldwide taking place in the 
London, New Orleans, Washing- 
ton, D.C. and Manila, Philippines 
areas, seeded by Moonfest, an 
international festival commemo- 
rating the first lunar walk. 

The “Greenbelt Moon” events 
will take place from 10 a.m. to 
noon at the Greenbelt Arts Cen- 
ter, next to the post office in 
Roosevelt Center. Joy Jones will 
read from her acclaimed 
children’s book “Tambourine 
Moon” and Candy Drew will 
perform a puppet show based on 
her award-winning children’s 
play, “Luna Muna.” Shelley 
Gillon, Moonfest founder, will 
lead a creativity workshop for 
children ages 5 to 12 and their 
parents using story-telling, draw- 
ing and theater games to teach 
moon science. 

A writer and performer, Jones 
is also the author of “Between 
Black Women: Listening With 
The Third Ear,’ “Private Lessons: 
A Book of Meditations for 
Teachers” and plays staged in 
New York, California, and Wash- 
ington, D.C. She is an Edna St. 
Vincent Millay Arts Colony hon- 
oree and recipient of the D.C. 
Mayor’s service award. 

Drew, a writer and graphics 
designer, is adapting “Luna 






Muna,” a children’s musical, for 
animation as well as a book. 

Gillon, a lawyer-turned-play- 
wright, has written seven plays 
that have been seen on stages in 
New Orleans, New York and the 
Washington, D.C. area. She has 
contributed to several films and 
produced a series of theater show- 
cases in New Orleans’ Audubon 
Park. 

Greenbelt Location 

As Moonfest’s founding direc- 
tor, Gillon said, ““We’re thrilled to 
have Greenbelt as a participant in 
Moonfest’s inaugural year. In 
years to come we hope to add 
more events here because of 
Greenbelt’s unique sense of com- 
munity. It also seems to be an 
appropriate venue, given its prox- 
imity to NASA’s Goddard Space 
Flight Center.” 

Moonfest commemorates the 
Apollo 11 Mission and Neil 
Armstrong’s “giant leap for man- 
kind” as a watershed for aging 
“boomers” and as a window to 
future space explorers and moon- 
gazers for generations to come.

the last four years expenditures 
had exceeded revenues. Before 
that time, he said, expenditures 
were below revenues for eight or 
nine of the previous 10 years. Wil- 
liams added that council had not 
erred in preparing the FY04 bud- 
get and emphasized that the short- 
fall was so large because of major 
expenses such as theater purchase 
and the workman’s compensation 
Insurance premium. 

Mayor Judith Davis questioned 
whether the current budget had suf- 
ficient funds allocated in light of 
rising utility costs. She added that 
careful attention would have to be 
paid to expenditures in the coming 
year. A worksession to explore 
ways to cut expenses may be nec- 
essary eventually, she said. Will- 
iams said departments were “doing 
very well” in keeping expenditures 
down as the end of the year ap- 
proaches. 

A second ordinance was 
adopted, again after the same sus- 
pension of the rules. This ordi- 
nance, read twice by Councilmem- 
ber Konrad Herling, allows a 
supplemental appropriation in the 
Special Projects Fund of $205,000. 
Most of this would cover costs for 
the acquisition and installation of 
the new phone system for city of- 
fices, a project that has spanned 
two fiscal years. 

McLaughlin explained that the 
Special Projects Fund is self-fund- 
ing and that the allocation would 
not reduce the General Fund in 
any way. Williams said most of 
the remainder of the funds would 
cover computer expenses, mainly 
those to upgrade the system used 
by the Recreation Department, 
which ran about $20,000 over 
budget. The FYO5 budget for 
computer expenses would be re- 
duced to cover these additional 
costs. 

Final Purchases 

Council also voted unani- 
mously to approve the purchase 
and installation of new radio re- 
peaters for the police department 
to replace those installed in 1976 
that have become unreliable. The 
new repeaters will boost the power 
of the communication signal at 
both ends. Funds for this purchase 
were included in the FY04 Re- 
placement Fund budget, but the 
$38,870 price tag exceeds $10,000, 
making council approval necessary 
before purchase. 

Sergeant James Parker told 
council about’ the _ police 
department’s proposal to install an 
old repeater in the municipal 
building, which has a generator, as 
an emergency backup. The cost of 
this installation would be $2,000. 
The repeater would be tested quar- 
terly but otherwise turned on only 
when there was a power failure 
where the main repeater is located. 

Parker said there are no plans to 
replace this secondary repeater 
when it completely ceases to func- 
tion, although this could be recon- 
sidered at a later date. 
McLaughlin added that this re- 
peater is a “redundancy of a re- 
dundancy,” since there is already a 
back-up repeater. 

The Aquatic & Fitness Center 
will get new heating and air con- 
ditioning units to serve the fitness 
wing. Council approved accep- 
tance of a bid from Oasis Mechani- 
cal Contractors, Inc. of Lanham to 
replace the units for $27,861, less 
than the $45,000 allocated in the 
FY04 budget to cover these re- 
placements. Assistant City Man- 
ager David Moran told council 
that the company had very good 
references, including one from a 
trusted representative of a property 
management firm. 
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FY05 Preparations 

Introduced for second reading 
and adoption by Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts and passed unani- 
mously was a resolution to in- 
crease refuse collection fees. The 
new fee takes effect July 1. 

Roberts also introduced for first 
reading and, with suspension of 
the rules, second reading and 
adoption an ordinance that raises 
fees for residential rental dwellings. 
The new fees are $70 per unit for 
multifamily dwellings and $135 
for single-family dwellings not 
within a multifamily rental com- 
munity. 

Program Open Space 

McLaughlin explained that 
there was a $35,000 shortfall of 
funds for the skateboard park in 
the draft Project Open Space ap- 
plication prepared for submission 
to the county. Council could 
amend the application later or sub- 
mit a revised application which is 
due June 18. Kristen Ward of the 
city’s planning department ex- 
plained that the shortfall would re- 
quire a reduction in funds for an- 
other project proposed in the ap- 
plication and the money taken 
from a low-priority project planned 
for the more distant future. Coun- 
cil agreed to submit a revised ap- 
plication, bringing the amount 
planned for the skateboard park up 
to $135,000. 

Other Business 

Christal Parker Batey described 
a suicide prevention campaign 
sponsored by Community Crisis 
Services, Inc. The campaign will 
run through the summer and cul- 
minate in free depression screen- 
ings on October 7, National De- 
pression Screening Day. Batey 
said the campaign applies to all 
age groups but noted that the sui- 
cide rate for seniors is twice the 
national average. One goal of the 
campaign, she said, 1s to educate 
people about behaviors and signs 
that may be indicative of a sui- 
cide. 

Council also approved a letter 
to county Fire Chief Ronald 
Blackwell protesting changes in 
career firefighters staffing through- 
out the county. The letter would 
be jointly signed by Davis and the 
mayors of Berwyn Heights, Col- 
lege Park and New Carrollton. 
McLaughlin said Chief Brian 
Rudy told him that deficiencies 
are occurring during the 3 to 5 
p.m. time slot when career staffers 
are gone and volunteers have not 
yet arrived on duty from their day 
jobs. Council directed Mc- 
Laughlin to set up a meeting with 
Blackwell in July.

City Notes 


The week of June 28 all work 
was with an eye to the Fourth of 
July celebration. Buddy Attick 
Park was cleaned, trees and hazard- 
ous branches pruned, equipment 
repaired and the path around the 
lake repaired. Department employ- 
ees were on duty beginning at 5 
a.m. Sunday morning to set up 
traffic patterns and parking, re- 
ceive delivery of the fireworks and 
assist the police and Recreation 
Department. The celebration cul- 
minated in the fireworks display 
presented by staff at dusk on July 
5, after rainy weather forced a 
postponement. 

The streets crew painted park- 
ing lines in the lots at Buddy 
Attick Park, spread more than 50 
tons of crushed stone along the 
path at Buddy Attick Park, re- 
paired the nets at the Braden ten- 
nis courts and bought plywood for 
the bandstand and wooden stakes 
and tarps for July Fourth. The 
crew also blacktopped the path at 
the Braden tennis courts where the 
new drain was installed and re- 
moved the flowerbed at Hanover 
Parkway and Greenbelt Road in 
preparation for laying porous pav- 
ers. 

The parks crew cut grass and 
brush along the shoulders of 
Hanover Parkway, Crescent Road, 
Cherrywood Lane and the path 
around the Lake Park; repaired the 
grills at the Lake Park; installed a 
split-rail fence around the new 
playground at Schrom Hills Park; 
cleared brush along the path to 
the Gladys Spellman Overpass; in- 
stalled a plaque on an Adopt-a- 
Bench in Roosevelt Center and 
made minor repairs to playground 
equipment at several locations. 

The horticulture crew worked 
all week at the Lake Park weeding 
and pruning the Wetlands Educa- 
tion Center, pruning and removing 
dead and hazardous branches and 
fencing the plants at the entrance 
in preparation for July 4. 

Recreaction Dept. 

At the Aquatic and Fitness 
Center rescue was performed last 
week to a bather who swam into 
deep water and panicked. Two 
separate thefts from unlocked lock- 
ers occurred. Cashiers are remind- 
ing all patrons to use locks.

Kit on Hand

Rent Rebate 
Deadline Sept. 1 


The Renter’s Tax Credit Pro- 
gram is a plan that provides prop- 
erty tax credits for renters who 
meet certain requirements. The 
plan was modeled after and de- 
signed to be similar in principle 
to the Homeowner’s Tax Credit 
Program. 

It is based upon the relation- 
ship between rent and income. If 
the portion of rent attributable to 
the assumed taxes exceeds a fixed 
amount in relation to income, the 
renter can, under specified condi- 
tions, receive a credit of up to 
$600. 

This credit is paid as a direct 
check from the State of Maryland. 
This program is open to renters 
60+ or 100 percent disabled or for 
those under 60 with at least one 
dependent under 18.

Cell Phone Law 


Greenbelters who are cell 
phone users regularly drive in 
D.C., are reminded that as of July 
1, a new law making it illegal to 
drive in the District of Columbia 
while using a cell phone without 
using a hands-free device is in 
force. The fine is up to $100, 
though warning tickets will be is- 
sued until August. A similar law 
is expected to be introducted in 
the Maryland legislature next 
session.

The Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Administration (MVA) announces 
the regionalization of the driver 
license and identification card 
process for out-of-country custom- 
ers (those presenting foreign docu- 
mentation).

Depression, Suicide Are Risks in the Elderly 


by Christal Batey 


Although major depression is a 
significant predictor of suicide in 
elderly Americans, it is a widely 
under-recognized and under-treated 
medical illness. Often older 
adults who later committed suicide 
have visited their doctors close to 
the time of that tragic event. 

Older Americans are more 
likely than those in other age 
groups to commit suicide. Al- 
though comprising only 13 per- 
cent of the U.S. population, indi- 
vidual ages 65 and older account 
for 20 percent of all suicide 
deaths. The highest rate is for 
white males over age 85. The in- 
cidence in this age group far sur- 
passes other national averages. 

It is estimated that approxi- 
mately two million Americans 65 
and over suffer from some form of 
depression. This is not the nor- 
mal feelings of sadness, grief or 
loss. It 1s extreme and persistent 
and can interfere significantly 
with an individual’s ability to 
function. Less severe forms of 
depression are also common 
among the elderly and are associ- 
ated with an increased risk of de- 
veloping into major depression. 

Not every depressed person 
experiences all of the signs of de- 
pression. But the presence of a 
cluster of these signs should 
arouse concern and should lead to

A Review 


"9/11" Sells Out in Greenbelt

On opening night for “Fahr- 
enheit 9/11” — Friday, June 25 — 
lines for the Old Greenbelt The- 
atre stretched to the Co-op mar- 
ket and past the New Deal Café. 
Two showings in a row sold out 
all seats for the first time since 
the theater opened in 1938, with 
500 seats (now 393). By week’s 
end, some 4,400 customers had 
seen documentary-maker Michael 
Moore’s anti-Bush docu-polemic, 
more than four times the average 
attendance. (“The Passion of 
Christ” averaged 2,800 for its 
five weeks of screenings.) 

The show goes on, with extra 
daily screenings and a third and 
fourth week in sight, reports Paul 
C. Sanchez, president of P&G 
Theatres, Inc. Will “9/11” beat 
the longevity mark, 11 straight 
weeks by “My Big Fat Greek 
Wedding’? It’s too early to tell; 
each Monday, after the initial 
commitment of four weeks for 
“Fahrenheit,” management opts 
on requesting a subsequent week. 
Key factors to consider: Will 
sales reach the break-even mark 
of $3,000? Is another film avail- 
able that would outdraw “9/11”? 
How are the other 15 screens of 
P&G doing? (One, the Avalon in 
Chevy Chase, has set attendance 
records with “9/11” too — and 
had a benefit screening for John 
Kerry, the presumptive Demo- 
cratic candidate for President 
against the Republican’s incum- 
bent George Bush. The film 
started out on more than 20 area 
screens and nationwide had 
roughly doubled to show in 
1,725 theaters by early this 
week.) 

“In this business,” said 
Sanchez, “you never know what 
will do well.” Since re-opening 
the site in 1990, he added, help 
from Friends of the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre, the city itself 
and others has been essential: 
“It’s a group effort.” 

The other night, several view- 
ers coming out at 7 p.m. gave 
their reactions in the theater 
lobby. 

“Excellent!” declared one 
woman and again: “Excellent!” 


It was her second visit and she 
planned to buy the DVD when it 
comes out. 

An older couple seemed al- 
most stunned. “Extremely mov- 
ing,” said the woman, then, tears 
in her eyes, turned to the gray- 
haired man. “Larry... ,” she 
said, and put a hand on his 
shoulder. They walked away 
slowly; perhaps the woman was 
most affected by the strong emo- 
tions of a woman from a mili- 
tary family in Moore’s home- 
town of Flint, Mich. Initially 
she supports the war in Iraq; 
then her son, a soldier who be- 
comes disillusioned over there, is 
killed and she brings her grief to 
the hub of Washington, D.C. 

A pair of younger women 
from Greenbelt in the lobby 
called “Fahrenheit 9/11” scary; 
a couple from Silver Spring 
found it powerful. “We loved 
it,’ said the woman. “It gave us 
lots of information, more than we 
expected, especially about the 
oil connections.” 

Moore, often the narrator, 
bulks less on camera than in his 
previous films, such as “Bowling 
for Columbine” and “Roger and 
Me.” But his pervasive criti- 
cism of George W. Bush and his 
presidency is relentless. Rated 
R, it bashes Bush on his ques- 
tionable election, abundant vaca- 
tions, suspicious family/business 
ties with Saudi Arabia and, post- 
9/11, the war on terrorism and 
war in Afghanistan and Iraq, 
with aggressive military recruit- 
ing tactics at home. One re- 
viewer says it works best when 
“sharing the stories that don’t 
make the news,” such as the 
mother from Flint. Another says 
that fellow viewers in Boston 
“weren't watching the movie, 
they were rooting for it.” Ditto 
in Greenbelt. 

Over the last year, reports 
long-time projectionist Bob 
Haupt, the average showing on 
Centerway has been two and a 
half weeks. “Fahrenheit 9/11” 
has been hot and making an 
impact. How long will it last?
